Returns Greater

This year | 
more than 1,000 growers in the prov- 
ince will receive $2,625,000 for their 
crops. 

The province's’ only processing 
plant—a $1,000,000 structure at Fort 
Garry—expects to extract sugar from 
a record 175,000 tons of beets before 
it shuts down for the year early next 
January. 

Since harvesting began, bulky me- 
chanical pickers and strong-backed 
laborers have plucked the sweet crop 
from almost 20,000 acres planted last 
spring. Sugar output should reach 
44,000,000 pounds compared with last 
year’s record of 35,000,000 pounds. 

Manitoba's first sugar beet crop 
dates back at least 50 years when 
the provincial government harvested 
small experimental plots. It took 
drastic sugar shortages during two 
world wars to persuade government 
officials and farmers that the indus- 
try had a future. 


The Canadian sugar beet industry 
is scattered in four provinces — Al- 
berta, Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec. 
Alberta yields are considerably above 
the other provinces, partly because 
beets are grown on irrigated land. 

Alberta’s crop this year is expect- 
ed to be 420,000 tons from 36,000 
acres planted. Ontario has the next 
largest crop with 347,000 tons ex- 
pected from 31,550 acres. 


Manitoba is third followed by Que- 
bee which reports 10,000 acres sown 
and an exported crop of 100,000 tons.

Canadian Research 


New Machine 


Controls Heart 


Without Piercing Chest Wall 


OTTAWA.—A heart machine with a tiny, electric pulse, de- 


signed to prevent failure of the 


human heart during surgery, is 


the newest thing in Canadian electro-medical research. It is a 
box-like machine of dials and switches about the size of a mantel 
radio. Attached is a flexible plastic tube with a wire carrying 
two electrodes which can be inserted in the jugular vein to touch 


a vital region of the heart. 


By means of electrical pulsations 
through the electrodes, it can reacti- 
vate a heart which has stopped beat- 
ing and can control the rate of heart- 
beat during operations—an important 
consideration for the surgeon. 

It can do this without the neces- 
sity of opening the chest wall to get 
at the heart, 

Scientists at the National Research 
Council’s electrical laboratories where 
it was built, stressed that it still is 
in the experiment stage. But this 
brainchild of two Toronto medical 
scientists may some day have wide 
use in hospital operating rooms. 

In addition, defence authorities are 
interested in it, 

It was developed by Dr. T. C. Cal- 
laghan and Dr. W. F. Bigelow at the 
university of Toronto's department of 


30-Inch Mosquito 
Cost $2,000 


BOSTON.—The Boston Museum of 
Science bought a 30-inch “mosquito” 
for $2,000. 

The king-size model, made of puri- 
fied beeswax and plastic, is a replica 
of the common 'skeeter found in the 
United States. 

Chris Olsen of West Nyack, N.Y., 
took eight months to build the model, 
putting on the more than 20,000 
scales individually. He fashioned the 
thousands of hairs.from nylon and 
colored them by hand. 

To insure faithful reproduction, 
Olsen used up more than 24 real 
mosquitoes, studying every detail un- 
der a high-powered microscope. 

The mode! is magnified 262,000 
times life size, which means that a 
hollow mold the same size would hold 
that number of real mosquitoes. 


U.S. Hunters Will 
Remember Stay 
In Northwest Ontario 


FORT FRANCES, Ont. — A 14- 
year-old boy and his sling-shot, and 
parking-meter hitching post will like- 
ly be long remembered by a party 
of United States hunters who have 
returned to their Illinois homes from 
this northwest Ontario district.

Scientists in the N.R.C.’s electrical 
branch here, headed by Charles Pat- 
tinson, 37-year-old University of Al- 
berta graduate, and John Hopps, 32- 
year-old graduate of the University 
of Manitoba, built the machine after 
the Toronto doctors told them what 
was wanted, 

Machines for electrical stimulation 
of the heart are not new. But they 
usually necessitate cutting the chest 
wall to get the electrodes on the 
“pace-maker” region of the heart, 
the vital nerve centre which controls 
the action of the heart muscles, 

Dr. Bigelow _and Dr. Callaghan 
came up in 1949 with their idea for 
addition of a tube—called a catheter 
—carrying the electrodes for inser- 
tion into the jugular vein to reach 
the heart without the necessity of 
opening the chest wall. 

The model built here has many re- 
finements. It draws current from an 
ordinary light socket, cutting down 
the juice to the required, tiny 
strength. It contains apparatus for 
producing the desired pulsation. By 
turning a dial calibrated in heart- 
beats-per-minute the surgeon can 
quicken or slow a patient’s heart to 
the desired pace. 

The “pace-maker”’ research ma- 
chine can “take over” the action of 
the heart at higher or lower rates 
than normal, the electrical stimuli 
inhibiting the normal beats. 

An N.R.C. spokesman said that the 
machine now is being built by ¢ com- 
mercial surgical supply firm in Tor- 
onto and has been used in the Tor- 
rae General Hospital.

Whooping Cough 
Is Worst Killer ~ 


Whooping 


cough causes more 
deaths each year in Canada than 
diphtheria, measles, scarlet fever, or 


poliomyelitis, and among children un- 
der two years of age deaths from 
whooping cough exceed those from 
these four other diseases combined! 
This startling statement is made by 
the Health League of Canada to 
point up the dramatic need for im- 
munization against whooping cough, 

“Of the various infectious diseases 
encountered today, whooping cough 
presents the chief problem from the 
standpoint of reduction in mortal- 
ity,” a medical spokesman for the 
Health League summed up, “It is in 
the younger age group that the high 
mortality in whooping cough occurs. 
Highty-five to 90 per cent. of deaths 
from this disease occur before the 
third year of life, and more than half 
of the total whooping cough deaths 
occur in infants under one year,” 

The whooping cough mortality rate 
increases in winter when broncho- 
pneumonia is more prevalent, and in 
summer when intestinal upsets are 
common, The disease is particularly 
hard on youngsters who are debili- 
tated, delicate and poorly nourished, 
or who may be living in poverty or 
under unfavorable home conditions, 

Whooping cough is present in most 
communities the year round, but in 
Canada it shows a definite increase 
in early winter, The disease may at- 
tack any man, woman or child, from 
two weeks of age into advanced 
years; but those mainly affected are 
under five years of age. It is an ex- 
tremely contagious disease—75 to 90 
per cent, of infants and children in- 
timately exposed to a case will be- 
come infected if they have not had 
the disease or been immunized. One 
attack of whooping cough usually 
protects the person for life; but sec- 
ond attacks have been known. 

“Because of the seriousness of 
whooping cough as a leading cause 
of death and also because of its af- 
ter-effects, the elimination of this 
disease is one of the main objectives 
of National Immunization Week,’ 
observed Dr. Gordon Bates, general 
director of the Health League. “We 
are fortunate to have readily avail- 
able a safe vaccine which is itself 
harmless and which provides protec- 
tion in more than 80 per cent. of 
children to whom it is administered, 
In the minority of children who may 
not be rendered 100 per cent. im- 
mune by the whooping cough vaccine 
the disease, if contracted is much 
milder.” 

Whooping cough vaccine is now 
available in a preparation combining 
it with diphtheria and tetanus tox- 
oids, This makes it possible to se- 


jcure triple immunity with a single 


series of injections, saving time and

Great hockey players are almost 
always great skaters. And contrary 
to a widespread belief, great skaters 
are not born—they are mades They 
make themselves. 

Analyze the current N.H.L. all- 
stars. At center is Milt Schmidt, a 
fine stick-handler who can out-skate 
and out-shift just about anyone on 
ice. He has developed several effec- 
tive skating tricks and shifts. 
left wing, Ted Lindsay, the fiery, 
driving type of player who skates 
with powerful, driving strides. At 
right wing, Gord Howe, great be- 
cause he has learned the value of 
relaxation, He can accelerate, shift 
or change direction without apparent 
effort. 

Red Kelly on defence spent hours 
during his teenage career learning to 
skate backwards, and to shift from 
backward to forward skating without 
losing a stride. Bill Quackenbush, 
not an exceptional skater, can never- 
theless do everything well, some- 
thing few players have learned to do. 
He can go both ways, to either side, 
and when need be can turn on speed 
too. 

Maurice “Rocket” Richard is an- 
other great skater. His tremendous 
shooting skill gets most of the pub- 
licity, but Richard spent hours early 
in his career just learning to skate, 
and more particularly, to accelerate.

Body Lean: This is an extremely 
important part of skating. Leaning 
too far forward or not leaning for- 
ward far enough both prevent the 
skater from obtaining full speed and 
manoeuvreability. Leaning too far 
forward can destroy balance. Metro 
Prystai of the Detroit Red Wings is 
one N.H.L. star who overleans, and 
jhe literally skates himself into the 
ice, Prystai falls down more than 
the average player during a game, 
mainly because he is off balance when 
he skates. 
Each body type demands a differ- 
ent amount of lean, 
do some experimenting until you find 
what seems to give you the maxi- 
mum speed with balance and com- 
fort. However, try to keep the lean 
within 10 to 25 degrees of the verti- 
cal, 

Lean from the hips. 
the head forward, 

One of the more common faults is 
failure to lean forward far enough. 
The player who skates with his body 
straight up and down loses a great 
deal of drive during each stride, just 
like the sprinter who runs without 
jlean. In addition, such players tend 
to “run” on their skates with a high 
foot lift, and are easy to knock off 
their feet.

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Canada’s Oil Exploration 
Leads Into Frozen Wastes 


ANDREW R. BOONE 
(CPC Correspondent) 

EDMONTON, Alta.—The western 
world may not need Iran’s oil, since 
the richest oil field yet mapped on 
the North American continent Is 
here under Canada’s west and north- 
ern plains, It is a vast underground 
sea formed of tropical coral. 

The flat, sedimentary basin of Al- 
berta’s plain now being explored 
could take in all of California, Texas, 
Oklahoma and Louisiana, with room 
to spare. The rich strikes which 
have wakened all of Canada are but 
an indication of the vast supplies 
awaiting discovery. 

Promising even greater strikes is 
this ancient sea extending from the 
North Pole to the Gulf of Mexico. 

The California Standard Co., the 
Canadian subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil Company of California, discover- 
ed the clue to Canada’s first produc- 
tion in the deep Devonian limestone 
at the Princess field seven years ago. 
Other discoveries in the Calgary-Ed- 
monton area are now part of Cana- 
dian history. 

Today, exploration looks to the 
north along the plains that lead to 
the Arctic ocean. Finding oil in 
Canada’s wilderness involves constant 
warfare against nature to a degree 
few Canadians or Americans realize. 

Some of the vast area is only 
sketchily indicated on maps. All is| 
wild and forbidding. It is North Am- 
erica’s coldest area, beset by Arctic 
gales and temperatures as low as 72 
degrees below zero, Lake flows into 
lake in endless chains over thousands | 
of square miles. Muskeg, a peat-like | 
moss, becomes a quivering bog in| 
summer, ready to swallow man and | 
machine, 

Only in winter can the oil explora- 
tion crews work. Through frozen | 
earth they carefully place their drills 
at measured intervals along bulldoz- 
ed trails. | 

Cold is so intense water for drilling 
shotholes must be carried in a boiler, 
its fire fed by logs, to keep it from 
freezing. When the thermometer 
drops to 30 below, lubricants solidify 
in a running motor, steel buckles like 
plywood, batteries freeze and rubber

Mr, Loovink found it “pretty cold” 
in Regina but said the western 
weather has been much the same 
everywhere he has been. 

“It’s too bad for the farmers,” he 
remarked regretfully. 

Dutch winters are not as cold as 
Canadian winters, he added, although 
they are much damper. But—surpris- 
ingly enough—Mr. Loovink thinks the 
wind is worse in the Netherlands 
than in western Canada, 

During his diplomatic career, Mr. 
Loovink has served in most of the 
world’s countries, including China, 
Russia and Indonesia, But, he smiled, 
“I like Canada as much as any coun- 
try I have seen—and I don’t say that 
just to please Canadians.” ’ 

Before coming to this country in 
July, 1950, Mr. Loovink’s only experi- 
ence with Canada was when he flew 
over the Dominion in 1942. 

Commenting on his visit to the 
west, the ambassador said he has 
learned more about Canada in the 
|past three weeks than he could have 
learned by reading 10 books, 

“I've visited ranches, talked to 
farmers and I've acquired some first- 
hand information about the west,” 
he explained,
